Editor's Chat With Lamp Subscribers 


We received a letter the other day from one of the 
Subscribers to The Lamp enclosing a dollar towards 
the Aftermath Collection of the Union-That-Nothing- 
Be-Lost.

Its 
primary purpose, as such, is to make known to its 
Readers the work of the Missionaries and their need of 
financial assistance to carry on that work, in order that, 
having acquired the knowledge of their needs, our U. 
N. B. L. Members may become partakers with the Mis- 
sionaries in their labors and sacrifices for the extension 
of the Kingdom of God by supplying them with a part 
at least of the money which is just as essential for the 
propagation of the faith as it is to support and main- 
tain an army which a nation puts into the field to fight 
its battles either of defense or of offense. 


Then, too, the object of The Lamp is to gather 
around the Friars and Sisters of the Atonement a large 
body of Associate Members of our holy Institute, who 
will by their alms enable us to carry on as Missionary 
Religious. Having abandoned the world and em- 
braced the life of holy poverty in religion we must 
rely upon the faithful to give us of their alms what is 
sufficient for the necessities of the body, the worship 
of Almighty God and the education and training of 
those who join the Society of the Atonement with the 
purpose of becoming Missionary priests.

Without 
the land he cannot build the church, and he cannot 
secure the land or build the church without money. 
Hence, he travels abroad to beg the money, an abso- 
lute essential for carrying on his apostolic work. 


Those Catholics who responded to the Bishop’s ap- 
peal have become his Fellow Missionaries. Without 
their help he can do nothing. This, we say, is the way 
of Divine Providence, and, if in obedience to the com- 
mand of Christ, thousands of men and women have 
left their homes and are prepared to go through all 
kinds of sacrifices even death itself to obey Christ’s 
command: “Preach My Gospel to every creature,”— 
what kind of Catholics are those that stay at home if 
they are not willing to supply the money that is neces- 


sary for these heroic missionaries to propagate the 
faith successfully among the heathen? 

We make no apology, therefore, for The Lamp that 
it “appeals for money, money, and then more money,”

Brother George J. Feltes, 
S.J., at present a member 
of the St. Ignatius College 
faculty in San Francisco, 
is preparing to pilot his 
“flying pulpit” airplane 
into far off Northern 
Alaska and thus become 
the first flying missionary 
carrying the gospel to the 
ice-bound homes of the 
Eskimo.

Here is a 
human gesture—here is a flash of human drama. 

An interpretation so obvious, and yet strange to say 
o hidden, occurred to the Father Founder of the 
Order of the Atonement on the morning of St. Thomas’ 
Day, 1904. He awoke on that day in his tiny cell 
long before the sun had entered it, hearing in his 
soul the words: “Gather up 
the fragments that remain 
that nothing be lost!’ He 
knew that these words had 
been spoken by Christ to 
His Disciples after that 
»gracious, kindly miracle in 
which a multitude of five 
thousand had been fed by 
Him on five barley loaves 
and two fishes. In obedience 
each Apostle had taken his 
individual basket and filled 
it with fragments that re- 
mained over and above after 
the multitude had been 
satisfied. 

“That nothing be lost... 
That nothing be lost’; the 
words repeated themselves 
again and again to the mind 
of the Father Founder of 
the Society of the Atone- 
ment. “That nothing be lost 
—THAT NOTHING BE Lost!” 
echoed and re-echoed 
through the meditations, 
through all the morning 
devotions in the Monastery 
chapel. ‘“/f the Christians 
of America,” Friar Paul said 
within himself, “could be 
trained to save for the 
Foreign Missions the fragments which they carelessly 
throw away, or the many millions they waste and 
sguander in ways that do not profit, an Army of Mis- 
sionaries, sufficient to conquer the Heathen World, 
could be supplied with all the material assistance 
needed for their campaign of Missionary Conquest!” 

Such was the start of the Union-That-Nothing-Be- 
Lost direct from the admonition and example of Our 
Lord on that mountainside in Judea.

ST. THERESA OF LISIEUX 

In his preface to the little book of Novena prayers 
in honor of St. Therese compiled by Caryl Coleman, 
the Rev. William R. Charles says: 

With the spectacle about us of a generation even 
boasting of its moral delinquency, applauding all its 
sins, the quickly diffused and widespread devotion to 
Therese of Lisieux, the latest of God's canonized chil- 
dren, self-styled “The Little Flower,” presents a con- 
soling and unusual phenomenon. What are the reasons 
for this devotion? The writer believes them in the 
main, to be three: 

First, that in general there has been heretofore, espe- 
cially amongst lay American Catholics, a misunder- 
standing of the terms “contemplative” and “active,” as 
applied to the ascetical life of the Church. Therese 
was a “contemplative,” a member of the cloistered 
Order of Carmel; not devoted, it is true, to teaching 
or ministering to the sick, or any of the forms of relief 
for which the name is legion in the Church, but 
dedicated to the activity of the soul, the activity of 
pulsating growth in holiness, indefatigable progress in 
prayer, unceasing search for union with Jesus 
crucified—an activity the most laborious, absorbing 
and intensive of all. 

This does not depreciate the work of the “active” 
Religious, whose life is merely the reverse side of 
the crystal, lit up by the life of the Sun of Justice. 
Every “active” Religious, in some sense every Cath- 
dlic, must be a “contemplative”: first, by the renuncia- 
tion of all ideas that would enthrall the soul, distract 
it, or prevent its ascent to God; then, by its solitariness 
in the midst of the crowd; and, lastly, by concentra-

tion upon the things of God. The “active” life may 
seem to differ from the ‘‘contemplative” by method 
and by degree, but it is identical with it in purpose 
and by grace. 

Saint Therese lived in our own day, died at a time 
which we can all remember, and which, tabulated with 
the events of our own lives, makes us shudder at our 
lack of correspondence to grace. Modern, mediaeval, 
primitive Christian in one, because these are connota- 
tive terms to the follower of the “contemplative” but 
unceasingly ‘“‘active” Master. 

Second, if her life were merely to clear up this 
ascetical difficulty, this failure to understand that 
every life must have a due proportion of contempla- 
tion and activity in it to be Christlike, it would do a 
lasting service to God and future generations. But how 
explain her very special appeal to the hearts of all 
classes? It seems as if God had especially willed 
this. No special propaganda had been made by her 
Order in her behalf. The spirit of devotion to her 
went out from her remote cloister by a. simple recital 
of her life’s events, and immediately a cult springs 
up toward her, under the authority of the Church, 
vibrant, radiating from pole to pole. People love her 
especially because whilst most austere toward herself, 
and neglecting nothing that should expand her soul 
within the circumference of heroic virtue, she em- 
phasizes what the modern world craves: positive 
virtues, to the displacement of the so-called negative 
perfections of life. In this she inherited the spirit of 
St. Francis of Sales. Most people fear death. She 
speaks of it as a liberator. The best of us spend scant 
time upon consideration of the Judgment. She has 
no fear but that hers will be a favorable sentence—

not presumptuously, but simple as a child of God. 
Most of us treat Our Lord as an Ideal, even in the 
Blessed Sacrament: as something afar off. She speak 
of her association with Him in terms of natural human 
intimacy; adopts a conversational manner with her 
Spouse; speaks of their relationship as Gardener and 
flower. 

No one in recent times has placed before us mor 
vividly and more attractively than she has done, the 
thought of God; not so much as the hard Taskmaster, 
as the loving Father, Who, so to speak, exhausts the 
limitless resources of His Grace to gain and keep th 
hearts of His children. 

Thirdly, her attractiveness is due to thé fascinating 
and, one may say, novel way in which she ties togethe: 
life on earth and life in heaven. No one has put the 
doctrine of the Communion of Saints more succinctly 
than she has done. To most of us death is a 
severance of loving ties; and heaven a sedentary 
state, one of inertia and of such consuming thought 
upon the Divine Beauty as to bring utter forgetful- 
ness of those who have been left behind. But Therese 
puts it in this wise: “I will 
spend my heaven in doing 
good upon earth.” Her spirit 
is to be double-visioned on the 
Life Inaccessible and on the 
darkness rampant on _ earth. 
Heaven itself is to be an activ- 
ity, a ceaseless intercession, a 
relinquishment on earth, but 
only to the physical senses, not

the events in the Ruthenian Church since her reunion 
at the Council of Florence in 1441. He showed that 
the link had never been totally broken notwithstand- 
ing persecution and partial defection. It was renewed 
and broadened at Brest in 1595, and sealed in 1623 
by the blood of St. Josaphat, Bishop and Martyr. 

Chree sons of St. Benedict—Abbot Vykoukal, of 
kmmaus, Dom Placidus de Meester of Rome and Dom 
Lambert Beaudouin, of Amay—treated of liturgical 
subjects; and Professor Grivec, of Yugoslavia, spoke 
on the Pauline terminology which was always adhered 
to among Orthodox theologians when referring to the 
Church. 

Professor Vasica, of Olomoue, showed in an able 
expose that the Russian Church of St. Wladimir was 
in close touch with the Church in Bohemia and that 
their saints and martyrs were venerated in common. 
the history of early Russian Christianity is, to a 
great extent, a field yet unexplored by Catholic schol- 
arship, and will doubtless furnish to modern students 
many additional proofs of former unity with Rome. 

Among those who took part in the discussions was 
Father Leslie Walker, S.J., of London.

The chief representative of the Pope in Jerusalem 
will be Archbishop Valero Valeri, who for the past 
two years has been Apostolic Delegate for Egypt and 
Arabia. Archbishop Valeri will also be Apostolic 
Delegate for Jerusalem and Cairo, and will stay in 
both capitals alternately. 

The residence of the Delegation in Jerusalem is a 
new building on the hill of the Christian Sion, near the 
Holy Cenacle, which was presented to the Holy Father 
last year by Mrs. Montgomery.—The Universe .

And, Mary, an increase 
in the cost of living would not be a tragedy to you 
because your interest automatically increases as you 
grow older. At sixty the interest is six-and-one-half 
per cent and every five years thereafter the interest 
increases one-half of one per cent, until at 70 it bcomes 
fixed at 714°7. In short, the older you grow the more 
your Rock-of-Peter Annuity Bond will yield you.

THE RULE OF PR 


YER 
By FaTHER Bonirace, O.F.M. 


“Tertiaries, who are ecclesiastics, inasmuch as they 
read the office daily, need do no more under this head- 
ing. Laymen who neither recite the canonical hours 
nor the prayers in honor of the Blessed Virgin com- 
monly known as the little Office of the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary, must say each day twelve Our Fathers, Hail 
Marys, and Glorys, unless they are prevented from do- 
ing so by ill-health.” 

In the eyes of St. Francis nothing was of such im- 
portance as prayer. He was indeed a man of prayer. 
and recommended nothing more ardently to his fol- 
lowers than faithfulness to prayer “to which all things 
must be subservient.” He had fully understood the 
truth of Our Lord’s words: “Without Me you can do 
nothing. Ask and you shall receive; seek and you 
shall find; knock and it shall be opened unto you.” 
He knew that without prayer his lofty ideals of 
absolute poverty could not be realized, and no ad- 
vance could be possible in the service of God, in the 
sanctification of his soul. Thus we find him on his 
knees before the crucifix in the little chapel of 
Portiuncula, asking for light with regard to the mode 
of life God wished him to adopt, and strength to put 
into practice the indicated Will of God. Once his 
religious life had been approved by the Vicar of Christ 
he continued even more strenuously in his “spiritual 
wrestlings” with God, that the work begun might see 
full development and produce abundant fruit in the 
Church of God. After the example of his Divine 
model, Jesus Christ, he withdrew into the cavernous 
solitude of the Carceri near Assisi, or the mountain- 
ous heights of Alverna, like a second Moses, praying 
for the success of his followers. In truth, his work 
was begun, continued and brought to a wonderful com- 
pletion by his prayers. 

This spirit of prayer he wished to leave to his fol- 
lowers as a distinctive mark. They must try above all 
things to have the spirit of prayer. They must work, 
faithfully and devoutly, always in such a manner as 
not to extinguish in themselves or in others the spirit 
of prayer, to which all things must give way. 

Now we must not think that this spirit of prayer is 
something reserved to the Saints, or Religious. This 
mistake is often made. We leave it to others to pray 
to God and to pray for us. We ourselves, each one of 
us, whether in the midst of the world or secluded in 
monasteries or convents, are first of all interested in 
the needs of our soul and body. It is up to us first of 
all to pray to God for ourselves, for the necessary help 
and assistance and only when we are doing or have 
done the little best possible, will the prayers of our 
friends in heaven give us support, will God incline 
His ears to petitions sent up to Him in our regard. 

A Christian life without prayer is not only not feas- 
ible, but even unthinkable in the same degree and to 
the same extent as we could not for a single moment 
imagine the life of Our Saviour to have been anything 


but a life of prayer. This is the private prayer, 
demanding of God the various graces of which each 
Christian, as a private person, has need, both with 
regard to the body as also with regard to the soul; 
and in proportion as we realize our spiritual poverty, 
our spiritual and temporal wants, our prayer will be- 
come more and more urgent and confident and persist- 
ent; even as a poor, hungry person will become more 
insisting at the rich man’s door in proportion as 
poverty makes itself felt and hunger increases. 

But besides this private prayer there is the public 
prayer of the Church addressed to God officially by 
the Church through certain ecclesiastical and religious 
persons, the priests and members of Relisious Orders, 
This public prayer of the Church is known as the 
Divine Office or Breviary and is recited by the Clergy 
and by certain Religious Communities of women, with 
solemn vows; as for example the Poor Clares or sec- 
ond Order of St. Francis. 

Tertiary Priests 

Secular priests who are members of the Third Order, 
as the rule expressly mentions, do not have to say the 
ordinary twelve Our Fathers, Hail Marys and Glorys, 
They satisfy this obligation by the recital of their 
Breviary, to which they are bound by the laws of the 
Church. Pope Leo XIII, himself a tertiary, always 
recited the twelve Our Fathers in addition to his 
Breviary. 

It may be noted here that Secular Priests who are 
members of the Third Order are permitted by a special 
privilege of the Holy See to use the Franciscan Calen- 
dar for the feasts of the year and also recite the Fran- 
ciscan Breviary. If they use the Calendar and Brev- 
iary they must say also the corresponding Masses of 
the Franciscan Order and insert the name of St. Fran- 
cis in the proper places as prescribed. If, however, 
such Priests are attached to a parish they must use 
the diocesan order for the various religious services 
in the parish church. Third Order Priests enjoy many 
other privileges regarding votive Masses. 

Lay Third Order members have the privilege of 
reciting either the Divine Office, like-the priests; or 
they say the Little Office of the Blessed Virgin; or 
say the Seraphic Office of the “Our Fathers, etc.” 
Actually there are very few persons who have the 
leisure or knowledge to recite the Breviary, the Divine 
Office. The late N. D. Beck, judge of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta, was one of the few to my personal 
knowledge, who was wont to recite the entire Ecclesi- 
astical Office daily. 

Easier for the Lay Tertiary is the Little Office of 
the Blessed Virgin. It may be recited in English, 
privately; in public recitation, as is done in many 
places during the monthly meeting, it must be said 
in Latin. This Office is very ancient and in its present 
indulgence form is traceable to St. Charles, who recom- 
mended it to all as a most powerful appeal for the 
protection of the Blessed Virgin. But: even this Little 
Office is rather lengthy and in most cases would prove 
to be too much for the ordinary members. It must 
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be borne in mind that this office is not the same as 
the Office of the Immaculate’ Conception, that many 
are accustomed to recite daily. 

As a rule Third Order members will recite the 
Seraphic Office, which consists of 12 Our Fathers, 
Hail Marys and Glorys. Great latitude is given to the 
Members with regard to the recitation of this Office. 
It may be said in private, that is, each one by himself; 
or it may be said in common with others, like the ros- 
ary; or again the Our Fathers, etc., may be recited at 
one time, or they may be divided up and spread over 
the day. This is a matter of each one’s devotion, in- 
clination or spare time. The essential part is, that 
this Seraphic Office be said every day. Pope Leo XIII 
gave it as a suggestion that these Our Fathers, etc., 
should be said in conformity to the Divine Office; that 
is, five for Matins, and one each for the other hours, 
Lauds, Prime, Tierce, Sext, None, also Vespers and 
Compline. Vespers and Compline are said in the 
afternoon; Matins and the other Hours during the 
morning. But this is only a suggestion. 





HOW TO JOIN THE THIRD ORDER 
The other day we received a letter from one of our 
Lamp Readers, asking whether a layman could join 
the Third Order of St. Francis and if so what was 
the method of procedure. 
Most assuredly a layman can join the Third Order 
of St. Francis. In fact, it was originally instituted by 
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St. Francis that people living in the world might have 
a rule to live by that would guarantee the salvation 
of their souls and, at the same time keep them holy 
and undefiled, as the people of God should be, amid 
the wickedness and moral corruption surrounding 
them. 

We would be delighted to send upon application a 
copy of the rules and directions how to join this won- 
derful Order, numbering about two million souls in 
the world today, and which in the past 700 years has 
produced several hundred canonized Saints and a vast 
multitude of other saints who have gone to join that 
company of the redeemed around the Throne of God, 
whom St. John saw, and thus describes in the Apoc- 
alypse: “After this 1 saw a great multitude which no 
man could number of all nations and tribes and peoples 
and tongues standing before the Throne and in the 
sight of the Lamb clothed with white robes and palms 
in their hands.” (Apoc. 7:9). 





It is not surprising that United States Catholics 
contributed more to the foreign missions last year than 
all the rest of the world combined.

There is nothing new to this proposition. The prin- 
ciple of paying God one-tenth of all we earn as a 
recognition of His sovereign dominion over all we 
possess as well as of ourselves is as 
religion. 

About 3500 years ago Jacob, when a penniless fugi- 
tive fleeing from the wrath of his brother Esau, saw 
a vision in the night of a ladder let down from Heaven 
up and down which ascended the angels of God and 
standing above it the Lord God of Abraham and of 
Isaac. 

“And Jacob, arising in the morning, made a vow, 
saying: If God shall be with me, and shall keep me 
in the way by which I walk, and shall give me bread 
to eat, and raiment to put on, and I shall return pros- 
perously to my father’s house: the Lord shall be my 
God: and of all things that thou shalt give me, 1 will 
give tithes (a tenth) to Thee.’—(Genesis 28, 18-22). 

Later God enjoined through the Mosaic Law that the 
Israelites should pay tithes and first fruits in recogni- 
tion of His divine sovereignty over all they had. “All 
the tithes of the land, whether of corn, or the fruits 
of trees, are the Lords, and are sanctified to Him. Of 
all the tithes of oxen, and sheep and goats that pass 
under the shepherd's rod, every tenth that cometh shall 
be sanctified to the Lord. These are the precepts 
the Lord commanded Moses for the children of Israel 
in Mt. Sinai.”—(See Leviticus 27, 30-34). Moreover 
God promised that if the people faithfully paid their 
tithes he would bless and prosper them accordingly. 
The Divine promise is contained in the Book of 
Proverbs (III: 9-10): ‘Honor the Lord with thy sub- 
stance and give Him of the first of all thy fruits: and 
thy barns shall be filled with abundance, and thy 
presses shall run over with wine.”
